BIRD NOISE PROVOKES IRE 

Police were called in to control crowds in Sag 
Harbor as a group of activists overflowed a 
local meeting to complain about bird noise. This 
year the anti-bird crowds seemed particularly 
irate that nothing seems to have been done to 
address the problem. Nat Fleetic, a leader of the 
bird noise awareness group Feathered Fiends, 
bemoaned this lack of progress towards bird- 
noise abatement at a news conference held 
after the meeting. “We forget during the quiet 
winter months the incessant racket that birds 
can make out here,” Fleetic explained. “Then, 
every year, spring comes and all of a sudden 
we're being woken up every morning by these 
low-flying noise machines. By the time the 
summer comes along you can’t get a moment’s 
peace!” Feathered Fiends has circulated what 
they believe is a comprehensive plan for 
reducing bird noise. According to Fleetic, the 
plan has three interrelated parts. “First, we 
need to make the East End less hospitable 
to these loud birds. Therefore, we propose 
the further eradication of local forests and 
wetlands that provide welcome habitats for 
these beaked menaces. Second, we propose 


bringing in teams of veterinarians to capture 
birds and perform a simple, painless surgery to 
silence them. Third, we would like to explore 
the possibility of banning all bird song before 
9 a.m.” According to Fleetic, officials promised 
to give these proposals careful consideration, 
and the meeting broke up without incident. 


CAPTIVE AUDIENCE 

Police are looking into accusations that the 
seemingly enthusiastic audience members at 
Old Man McGumbus’s recent rally to announce 
his candidacy for president were actually 
students being held prisoner and being forced 
to clap and cheer. McGumbus, Shelter Island’s 
104-year-old WWII veteran and the inventor of 
the McGumbinator—a revolutionary machine 
that can turn a living steer into beef jerky in less 
than 23 minutes—staged his announcement rally 
at the Institute for Dried Meat (IDM), a school in 
Saskatchewan, Canada that McGumbus founded 
with investors from Russia and North Korea. 
Students at IDM, who made up the bulk of 
the audience for McGumbus’s announcement, 
reported later that McGumbus threatened them 
with serious punishments—including having 
to clean the school’s 15 McGumbinators, or 
eat the products they produce—if they did 
not attend the rally and “show McGumbus the 
love.” All 65 of IDM’s students attended the rally 
rather than face punishment, and were forced 
to cheer as McGumbus tried to sing “Imagine.” 
Police are debating whether to bring charges of 
coercion against the McGumbus campaign. @&

2015 Summer Weekend Ban on Helicopters Was Both Good & Bad

S° here we are the week after Labor Day 
of what has turned out to be a very 
busy summer season in the Hamptons 
without helicopter service to East Hampton 
Airport Thursday noon to Monday noon—so 
ordered by the powers that be—and I am 
here to describe how this past summer went, 
some of which I am sure you know about, 
and some of which you likely do not. It’s been 
an interesting time. And now that it is over, 
East Hampton officials will meet next week to 
decide if this ban, which was tried out on 
a temporary basis should be kept in effect 
next summer. 

They sure have a lot of things to think about. 

- First off, and probably most dramatic, has been 
the utter absence of noise over the hundreds of 
private homes in the residential developments 
that surround the airport. | don’t think anyone 
expected what happened. Sociologists have 
come in from several universities to study the 
matter. Nearly half the families in these homes 
have suffered divorce. 

The reason has been, as it’s turned out, that 
now that couples can hear what the other is 
saying, they have found in many cases that they 
do not like each other. 


“I had no idea my wife still believes in the 
teachings of Barry Goldwater,” one man said, 
referring to the radical right-wing Republican 
from Arizona who ran unsuccessfully for 
president in 1964. 

“My husband has no moral fiber whatsoever,” 
said a woman at another home. “He’ll do 
anything. I never knew this about him.” 

As a result, what once was a happy, if noisy, 
residential community has been transformed 
into a silent, creepy ghost town where the 
barking of dogs and the wailing of newly 
divorced people, mostly women, is often heard 
from the upper floors of these homes. 

On another matter, although there was a 
fear that the inability of the rich to bring their 
helicopters out to land in East Hampton would 
cause an economic collapse, in the long run, it 
worked out—although in the short run, it did 
cause all kinds of problems. 

Early on, during the first few weeks that the 
ban was in effect, the rich tried landing their 
helicopters at the nearest legal helicopter pads 
not at the East Hampton Airport—the heliport 
on Meadow Lane in Southampton and the 
Montauk Airport out near the Lighthouse. But 
the rich and their pilots soon tired of the armed 
militias on Meadow Lane—who simply refused 
to let more helicopters (Cont'd on next page)

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land there every day than did a year ago—from 
driving them off. 

The “closed” sign went out on the pad around 
2 p.m. in the first few days and then it became 
noon and 10 a.m. in the days that followed. The 
pilots took as much incoming as they could 
stand, but ultimately the idea of more bullet 
holes drove them away. Meanwhile, in Montauk, 
local fishermen barricaded the runway with 
pickup trucks after their totals were tallied up 
every day. In the end, this turned out to be an 
unreliable solution to this problem. 

Also unreliable was the more adventurous 
decision made by some billionaires to simply 
land their choppers on their own front lawns 
and pay the silly fines for having done so. 
They soon found out the towns were ready— 
more vigilantes with rifles—and their money 
meant nothing. 

Meanwhile through downtown East Hampton 
in those early days, the merchants did suffer. 
Many of the upscale shops had to sell their 
clothing at steep discounts, and it was not 
unusual to see local Bonackers sporting Ralph 
Lauren sweaters they’d bought at 98% off. And 
of course, the real estate market tanked. Who 
can forget those real estate salesmen standing 
forlornly on Main Street with the big wooden 
signs around their necks reading APPLES 5 
CENTS. What a sad sight. 

But then, amazingly, things took a turn for 
the better. Much of it was the result of creative 
thinking out at the airport itself. Taking a cue 
from Riverhead, where an aquarium created a

great economic expansion, the airport manager 
at East Hampton opened this country’s first 
Helicopter Museum. These were the helicopters 
that had been pinned down when the new 
laws went into effect. There were hundreds of 
them, marooned by the sides of the runways, 
unable to be allowed to take off. People came 
from far and wide to buy tickets to this outdoor 
museum where they could try to figure out 
which helicopters belonged to Steven Spielberg, 
or Madonna or Ron Perelman or Jerry Seinfeld 
or Ira Rennert. 

And then it was discovered there was a 
loophole in the law. And on the very weekend 
of the Fourth of July, crowds came out to the 
airport to see not only the museum, but also 
the arrival of the first few, very adventurous 
“rappelling” helicopter arrivals. 

The law said helicopters could not land or 
take off. But it did not say that helicopters could 
not hover. Very quickly, there were suddenly 
rich people coming out in their helicopters to 
hover over the airport at 2,500 feet and then 
drop rope ladders down to the runways, which, 
for the more fit members of the wealthy, could 
serve as a new du jour and very chic way to 
arrive in the Hamptons. Or, if you were elderly, 
down you would go, carried by a younger 
person you hired to do that. 

When the first of the rappelling helicopters 
arrived over that weekend, the East Hampton 
Town Fire Department, out of caring and 
concern, sent ambulances and fire trucks 
with sirens blaring to facilitate these daring 


people coming out to visit here. What else 
could they do? Their hearts went out to them. 
And the cheering crowds, many from the 
helicopter museum, would rush out to where 
the landings were taking place, to stand behind 
the barriers and see if coming out were Jon 
Stewart or Alec Baldwin or Justin Bieber or one 
of the other very rich, talented and famous, 
who would take the time to smile and wave 
and sign autographs before heading off in 
their limousines. 

Their arrival here, obtained at such 
risk, served as a confirmation that the 
Hamptons was still a place to be for the 
summer, particularly in East Hampton, and 
so now the crowds of the wealthy, now 
coming out not only onthe rappelling helicopters 
but also on luxurious Hampton Jitneys or 
Ambassadors or in limousines or even blimps 
from the tower of the Empire Estate Building, 
now brought the amazing uptick in economic 
life back to the Hamptons that we all know. 

So everyone is happy. The merchants 
are happy, the real estate people are 
happy (the price dip is at an end), the 
surfers are happy, the wealthy are happy and 
the town government is happy to have its 
wise decision reaffirmed—I have _ no 
doubt the ban will continue through next 
summer—and the only people not happy 
are those sad divorcees in the homes 
surrounding the airport, who, well, somebody 
has got to take it on the chin for all this, so it 
might as well be them. ga

After Jawbone Re-installed My UP App, They Asked for My Address

Fe the last three days, my Jawbone has 
not worked right. | wear it on my right 
wrist at night and it monitors my sleep. | 
press a button to activate it when I hop 
into bed, then press it again to turn it off in 
the morning. It tells me when | dozed off, when 
] woke up, when I got deep sleep, when I got 
just light sleep, and it shows it all to me, 
along with statistics and percentages, on a 
bar graph on my cellphone. Or it’s 
supposed to. 

Three days ago, it stopped giving me 
information. | tapped its button. If you press 
it for half a second, it flashes a moon shaped 
light if in night mode, or a sun shaped light if 
in day mode. If it’s in one mode but you want 
the other, you just press it a little harder. The 
moon and sun were working perfectly. Which 
also told me the battery was not dead. 

I checked the Bluetooth connection by 
tapping the Jawbone icon on my phone. That 
put up a plus. So the Bluetooth was coming and 
going okay. But it still wasn’t displaying. 

I messed around trying to make it work for 
30 seconds, which caused it to give off a 
message on the phone reading “for some 
reason, your data did not get posted, but you can 
enter it manually. Tap the (+) on the upper 
right to do that.” I did that. But all it asked 
for was the time I went to bed and the time 
I woke up. I could do that by twirling a 


timing wheel to move my START to the 
right time, and then by twirling another 
timing wheel to move my STOP time. So | 


did that and got another message. It seemed to. 


refer to the AM and PM I had entered. 

“You can’t start sleep after you woke up,” it 
said. 

And at that point, I picked up the phone and 
called a Jawbone lady technician in Alabama. 

After I told her what was going on, she said 
it was not the hardware but the software. | 
needed to re-install the app on my phone. There 
had been an upgrade. 

“Some of my clients are having the problem 
you are having with the upgrade,” she said. 
“That could be it.” 

She offered to walk me through it. But | 
know how to delete apps on the cell 
phone. You hold them down with your 
index finger until they begin to wiggle like a 
bug. When they do that, they display a 
big X in the upper left corner. You tap that 
and the app stops wiggling and then it 
vanishes. And you can get a new app in the 
app. store. Just type in  JawBone. 
It’s called UP. 

“There’s a dark blue one and there’s a light 
blue one,” Alabama told me. “Is your bracelet 
the one with the wiggly lines on it?” 

I told her it was.. 

“Then download the light blue app. The other 
is for a different bracelet.”

Gagging Freedom of Speech & What Happens if You Fail to Do So

merica is, without realizing it, very 

quietly and slowly tightening the screws 
on freedom of speech in our society. It is 
disturbing to me. 

We used to defend our right to say most 
anything, unless it was crying fire in a crowded 
theatre. You'd be judged by what you did, not 
what you said. And the little saying went sticks 
and stones may break my bones but names will 
never hurt me. : 

“Congress shall make no law...abridging the 
_ freedom of speech...” is the First Amendment 
to the Constitution, adopted December 15, 
1791. 

Here’s one story along those lines. People 
used to tell this story proudly. The Ku Klux Klan 
‘made an application to hold a parade through 
the streets of Charleston, South Carolina. This 
was in the 1950s. The mayor called a meeting of 
the council. Should they give the KKK a permit? 
A councilmember said they should ask the 
police chief, since he would be involved if they 
gave one. 

The chief arrived. He was an African-American 
who had risen up through the ranks, someone 
who the whole city loved. And they asked him 
what he thought. 

“Give them the permit,” he said, “and I'll 
march at the front to make sure no harm comes 
to them.” 

And he did. | 


Well, that is not the way things would play: 


out today. At this point, after twenty years of 
political correctness and 10 years of social 


media and surveillance hammering at our brains, 
freedom of speech is on its way out. It’s being 
replaced by the insistence in a strict adherence 
to correct and proper discourse. Deviation 
from it leads to punishment. Continuation of it 
leads to ruination. | 

If] were to say that a new religion has come to 
town and this strict interpretation of freedom of 
speech were its new laws, you would probably 
say this could not be going on in America. But 
it is. 

I will give you lots and lots of examples of it.

The general consensus is that yes, it’s still 
possible to have a secret life or to talk a certain 
way in the privacy of your own home, but be 
aware the world is now transparent.

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And if they find something, it doesn’t have to 
be from just yesterday. It could be from thirty 
years ago. 

The fear of free speech at Universities was 
the subject of an article in The New York Times 
on March 21. The headline was “In College and 
Hiding From Scary Ideas.” 

Times reporter Judith -Shulevitz told of 
what happened at Brown University when the 
administration arranged for a debate between 
two women who have different points of view 
about what to do about date rape on campus. 
One woman was a libertarian. The other was 
a feminist. 

A group on campus called the Sexual 
Assault Task Force went to the president of 
the University to protest this debate. They 


wanted this debate not to take place. The 
administration decided that during the time of 
the debate, there would be, in another building, 
a talk providing research and facts about the 
role of culture in sexual assaults. And the 
administration would also provide, during the 
time of the debate, a “safe space” in another 
room on campus where those who might be 
traumatized by going to the debate could go to 
get help. The help consisted of trauma experts, 
peaceful music, crayons, pillows, blankets, soap 
bubbles, Play-Doh, cookies and a video of 
frolicking puppies. 

At Columbia University, the Times notes, a 
student group called Everyone Allied Against 
Homophobia went around to the dorms and 
passed out leaflets under the doors of every 
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room with instructions to tape it to the windows 
inside, facing out. The leaflet read “I want this 
space to be a safer space.” In response, one 
student, seeing this, published a flier in the 
Columbia Daily Spectator saying his room was a 
dangerous space and that was just fine. 

The Times story goes on to report that up at 
Smith College, members of the student body 
caused the president of the school to apologize 
after a free-speech advocate on an alumni panel 
used the N-word while discussing whether 
that word should be allowed to be used or not 
during classroom lessons. The woman, Wendy 
Kaminer, gave examples from great American 
literature about that word, one of which was 
Adventures of Huckleberry Finn. 

Amazingly, the school’s _ president, 
Kathleen McCartney, apologized to 
those who might have been hurt by what 
Kaminer said. 

Kaminer told The New York’ Times 
that she was amazed that people who 
were offended could not distinguish 
between racism and having discussions 
about racism. 

The Student Government Association wrote a 
letter responding to the controversy, saying “if 
Smith is unsafe for one student, it is unsafe for 
all students.” 

New trends often start in universities. 
Here’s one. Young people today are becoming 
frightened of being in the same room with an 
idea they do not agree with.

__ The glacial field on my roof 
_ that formed weeks ago is 
beginning to recede. The snow 
pack from higher on the roof 
is raining off of the eves and 
the icicles are almost gone. 
Feeling pretty sure that there 
will actually be a spring this 
year, I ordered seeds and 
bulbs for spring and summer 
planting. I usually order them 
much earlier but, oh, that 
snow de-motivated me until now. 

Before beginning, I cleaned my files and desk. I do 
this as part of my preparation for the upcoming year 
and after sorting the piles on my desk from last year, 
| have found the client lists of vegetables and plants 
for this year. Then. these lists must be broken into 
other lists, each for a specific catalogue. 

I get MANY seed, bulb and plant catalogues. As 
they come, | discard any that I know I will not use, 
keep the tried and true and maybe one or two new 
ones that look interesting. | 

For as many years as I have been vegetable 
gardening, I have used Johnny’s Seeds for most 
seeds. The selection is huge and varied. Each variety 
is accompanied with detailed growing instructions 
and plant descriptions. They have organic, non- 
organic, heirloom, and hybrid seeds, plus new 
items each year. They also have my two favorite

green beans: Fortex, a very tasty 
pole bean and Jade, a delicious 
bush bean. 

But one of the greatest things they 
have is pelleted seed: carrots, beets 
and lettuce. Pelletizing carrots and 
lettuce seeds solves the problem 
of trying to plant very tiny seeds 
and often getting the whole package 
into a very short area because the 
wind blows at just the wrong time. 
It eliminates the need for thinning. 
The best thing about pelletized seed 
is that it is easy to space the plants 
perfectly, making those beautiful 
rows. One can get very decorative... 


even better for you than red ones! 

I ordered from the Natural 
Gardening Company this year for 
the first time. It is my experimental 
catalogue this year. I found 
zucchini, shelling peas and gherkin 
cucumbers that were new to me. | 
ordered cilantro that claims to be 
slow bolting...oh, I would love that! 
And I will try their tomato plants. 

After I think I have ordered 
everything, I check my lists and

rows of lettuce alternating red and 
green, etc. 

When I had access to a greenhouse, 
I grew peppers, eggplants, tomatoes and flowers 
from seed. It was very rewarding and also allowed 
me to grow varieties not available here as plants. 
Now I order plants from Territorial Seed Company. 
The plants are shipped from Oregon but arrive in 
very good shape. They are always of a good size. 
They have a large selection of tomatoes—mostly 
heirlooms, peppers, sweet and hot, eggplant and 
herb plants. This year they have a new group 
of tomatoes called Indigo Series. It has been 
developed using open pollinated techniques. Most 
of them are cherry-sized. They begin very blue 
and ripen to dark red. Very beautiful tomatoes and

arrived...it took only’ three 
days. Plants are scheduled 
according to planting times. 

I also ordered gladiolas, oriental lilies and a calla 
lily as an experiment. It is supposed to be hardy to 
zone 7 but I will mulch it very well this fall. 

A rose that was back ordered last year will arrive 
this spring. 

I can see that the snow is-melting, but that has 
happened before and then—wham-o—more snow. 
Still, I will remain optimistic! @.

Can you tell us a little bit about your background? 

My first love was as an artist, but I became 
disillusioned with the shallowness of decorating and 
went back to school to become a teacher. Over the 
next seven years I taught elementary school and 
came to have a deep understanding and respect 
for the power environments have on children and 
adults. Putting this learning together with my love of 
design, | began Apartment Therapy with an almost 
pedagogical understanding of space and a desire 
to teach people how to make good spaces, not just 
decorate. Along the way, I learned all about the 
furniture business and have developed an expertise 
in decorating basics as well. 


What are the first things you notice in a home? 

Lighting. Lighting is everything and every room 
should have three points of light as a starting point 
to assure that its warmly lit. After that, I find floors 
are really important and strong. indicators of a 
person’s relationship to the space. 


What’s a design pet peeve of yours? 
Most homes I visit are under-lit. Windows really 
need to be finished. They are big holes in your walls 


and a bit of a devastation to a room and should 
be softened and cared for by finishing them with 
curtains, shades or both. 


Any favorite design details? 

I love a beautiful window and windowsill. Windows 
with window seats or just nice big frames that allow 
you to place objects and books in the light. 


What are some of the most memorable home 
amenities you’ve seen? 

Two dishwashers and two refrigerators! I love 
when people overkill a problem and take care of it 
that way. 


What about Hamptons architecture/design do you 
find particularly appealing? 

Ilove the shingled homes. The old ones particularly, 
not the new McMansions. Beyond that, I’m loving 
some of the newer modern houses that use the 
shingled style in a sort of Japanese way. They have a 
lovely handmade quality but with modern lines. 


How does designing for an East End home compare 
to a New York City apartment?

Were We Petulant? No, Just Well-Fed Winos

tacy says, 

suggested that we check out the Petulant 
Wino in Aquebogue, | called them immediately 
for a reservation. I'd been hearing so many good 
things about Petulant that my curiosity was piqued. 
Certain parties go on and on about the grilled cheese 
sandwich and now I know why! Chef Tom Schaudel’s 
Petulant Wino takes a manly and succulent approach 
to every detail. The interior of the old house [formerly 
Comtesse Therese Bistro] has been transformed with 
deep colors and precisely placed mirrors. The menu 
is simple and simply delish. I started with a rather 
manly cocktail, the potent and pungent NoFo Mofo of 
LIV vodka and pepperoncini “jus,” with a bleu cheese- 
stuffed pepper garnish. It was so manly that I could 
not finish it—but it was good. If I hadn’t‘been stuffing 
my face with so many other delights it would have 
gone down the hatch. 

I tried a Vegetarian Small Plate ‘soup and sandwich’ 
of mini truffled pecorino grilled cheese and a smooth, 
. rich, roasted garlic bisque. Wow! Followed by a ‘Big 
Plate’ of tender Tuna ‘Pizza,’ composed of a light 
scallion pancake covered with tuna tartare, avocado 
and micro greens dribbled with wasabi aioli and soy 
sauce. It was indeed ‘big,’ yet it was a struggle to save 
two slices to take home for my husband to enjoy. 

The ‘Wino Sundae’ banana split for two tempted 
but I instead opted for the black forbidden rice 
pudding with coconut gelato. The warm rice had that 
perfect chewy-tender bite and it wasn’t over-sweet. 


“When my colleague Lee Meyer’ 


It was just exactly right and it 
melded delightfully with the 
gelato’s mellow flavor. 

At some point in the evening | 
noted to our waitress, “This is SO 
NAUGHTY! and she replied, 

“Yes, yes it is.’” 

From one of the most extensive 
local wine selections around, 
including some of Schaudel’s 
own - labels, plus beer from 
Patchogue’s Blue Point and 
Riverhead’s Long Ireland, we 
chose to finish with super sweet 
dessert wines—Palmer’s Gewlirz 
for Lee and Pellegrini’s Finale ice 
wine for moi.” | 

Lee says, “I was excited to 
try the cleverly named Petulant 
Wino, as I'd passed it many times 
on my various trips along the North Fork wine trail. 
The best way to describe the restaurant—and I noted 
this to Stacy as we ate—is North Fork ambience paired 
with urban-style American cuisine. The spacious 
restaurant is made quaint with lovely lighting and 
furniture that feels like a bed and breakfast, while 
the menu is made up of lovingly crafted small plates. 
What really stands out at the Petulant Wino is the 
attention to making everything look lovely. The small 
plates came in different shapes and sizes, and the 
food was arranged on the plate so nicely I didn’t want 
to ruin it. 


Even the Spaiting' is ictal at Petulant Wino. 


Duck has always been a favorite 
of mine, as it’s a bit of anovelty for 
the everyday eater and is usually 
prepared in a clever, unique way. 
So I ordered the Chipotle Braised 
Duck Taco, to which the waitress 
responded, ‘Good choice!’ And 
what a good choice it was. The 
savory, flavorful taco [which used 
local Crescent Farms duck] had a 
mild but noticeable chipotle kick 
and was complemented by grilled 
lime slices around the plate. I’m 
not typically a fan of cilantro, but 
it really worked with the taco. 

: For my second course, | tried 
E 5 the Braised Beef Short Ribs, with 
i «baby carrots and pickled onion. 
The succulent,  soft-as-butter 
slices of meat were unbelievably 
good. The pickled onion, neatly stacked on one side 
of the plate, was sharp and crunchy, with a tangy 
taste that went really well with the sweeter carrots. 
As a self-proclaimed sweets addict, I can safely say 
that dessert was just as fabulous as the rest of the 
meal. I ordered the Jack Daniels Pecan Pie, which 
was chewy, gooey and complemented by fudge and 
Tahitian vanilla gelato. And Palmer’s Gewiirztraminer 
proved a nice end cap to a great meal.” g@.

“Art for Aid” at the Ross School April 18

Haven’t seen the famous 
D 17,000 year-old cave paintings 
: at Lascaux in southwestern 
, France? Not to fret. You can 
_ feast on images that invoke them 
_in David Geiser’s impressive 
_tactile, earth-toned abstracts 
_that go on display Saturday, 
April 18. Geiser calls his new 
series “Day Before Lascaux.” 
Part of a stellar show, “Art 
for Aid at Ross,” to benefit the food pantries of 
the Hamptons, Geiser’s paintings will be displayed 
in what exhibit organizer Wendy Wachtel calls a 
“glorious gallery space” downstairs at the Ross 
Tennis Pavilion. 
Geiser’snewworknotonlyreferences his earlier free- 
form parchment pieces, but evidences his continuing 
evolution in bringing together techniques and forms 
from genres he’s been exploring throughout his long 
and diverse career as an abstractionist, sculptor, 
satirical cartoonist and writer. The Lascaux pieces, 
suffused with sepia, umber and gold, are laminated, 
and additional parchment is applied along with more 
pigment layers, the whole creating a glowing effect. 
The artist fondly refers to the pieces as “shields” 
(his mother’s maiden name) and “skins.” He likes to 
work on different kinds of pieces at the same time, 
noting that he’s always surprised if not fascinated at 
how previous work can inform new work, a “cross 
fertilization” process that is essentially “intuitive.” 
One of the pieces in 
the new Lascaux, for 
example, contains 
a sly red reference 
to Geiser’s bizarre 
clown series, 
another, one of 
the earliest’ of 
the new _ group, 
recalls his work 
as a caricaturist— 
elegantly simple, 
feathery black lines 
set against dark 
grey that suggests 
a primitive cave 
drawing—a fish 
= Skeleton or twigs, 
8 perhaps, embedded 


done. As he talks 

with a visitor, he 
instinctively picks up steel wool and starts sanding 
a black area, lightening it up a bit and giving 
it more dimensionality. He often also adds earth 
materials that strike his fancy, turning an oil painting 
into a collage. The process involves “pulling on 
paint, pulling it off, using brushes, rags, scrapers, 
building up a metabolism.” Thus, unlike his earlier 
“mandalas,” the new Lascaux have no apparent 
focal point or centered geometry. He likens their 
compositions to “fractals,” whereby patterns in 
small sections are replicated in the larger form. He 
also likes to apply shaved bark from the melaleuca 
tree, pressing its flat flexible thin sheets onto the 
shields along with organic sea moss or fungus. The 
final result may yield a rigid, highly textured free- 
form shape, generating a sense of a living, breathing 
environmental entity.

A | ean Abazis of Center Moriches combines her love 
of baking and her unique artistry to create one- 
of-a-kind, artisanal cookies. Abazis makes cookies in 
lots of different shapes—her favorites include cars, 
a map of Long Island, a windmill and a wine bottle. 
Abazis began working in a bakery when she was 14 
years old—she started behind the counter but soon 
moved on to creating chocolates, pastries and pies.
